‘An interesting discussion took place re- | 


cently inShangbuion the much-debated ques- 
tion of the proper limitations of municipal 


trading. The constitution of. the Shanghai’ 


Municipality, developed as it was from 


slender conditions, has become crystallised ' 


on lines almost unique. The authority of 
the body of voters is direct and expressed in 
public concourse, where the citizens cast 
their votes, not as individuals, but according 
_ to the interests each represents, Thus an 
jndividual paying taxes on his residence in 
his own name would be entitled to one vote 
Jn respect thereto; but he may also as re- 
sident partrer represent a mercantile firm, 
also paying taxes, in which case he has a 
“-yote in respect of this second interest; and 
furthermore he may be chairmun or man- 
caging director of a local corporation or 
acciety, paying taxes as a separate institu- 
tion, in which case as the r presentative 
of that interest he would be entitled to an- 
other vote. In appearance complicated, in 
practice the-eystem is found to work without 
‘difficulty or friction, and provides for each 
jnterest having its due share of represent- 
ation. . For the due carrying out of the 
practical business of the Municipality a 
council of nine is annually elected, who 
form the executive, but who have no power 
of themselves to initiate any business, form 
‘gpy regulation binding on the community, 
or levy any taxes, ull these being the pre- 
rogative of the ratepayers in public mect-

year 1893 a-private company: formed for the 
purpose of electric lighting under a charter 
granted by the Municipality, found itsolf 
in difficulties, and offered its plant at What 
seemed at the time a reasouable rate to ‘the 
commnunity, A feeling of dissatisfaction with 
regard to the local Gas Company, whieh had 
up to that time bad a pmetical monopoly. of 
public lighting, prevailed generally through- 
Gut the community :a meeting of ratepayers 
“was called, and after a prolonged discussion 
the Council was directed to purchase the 
undertaking, with all its rights and belong- 
ings. It wasin the early days of electric 
lighting, and the plant soon showed . itself 
inadequate ; and bere came in the inherent 
weakness of municipal ndministra:ios. 
Rather than make a clean. breast of it, and 


| report to the ratepayers that. the plant was 


antiquated and inadequate, the Coungil 
inangurated a petty, hand-to-moath policy ; 
new engines and machines were purchased 
from time to time, aa cbance offered or cir- 
cumstanees seemed to require, but no 
general. plan was uttempted towards & grad. 
wal renewal, nor did these odd purchases fit 
in with one unother or in any way increase 
Lhe utility of the entire. So little was this 
cumprebended by the Council, that a few 
years ago intheir annual report to ths rate- 
payers, they actually took credit to them- 
selves that they hud twenty-six ‘engines at 
their lighting station employed ia the dis 
tribution of the lighting currents! The 
natural consequonee of all this was on the 
one hand that the fighting wus inefficient, 
and on the other that the indebtedness uf 
the community on aceount of the: Electric 
Lighting Departutent wis found to be 
growing 10 dangerous proportions. At first, 
when the Cuuncil under instructions from the 
community took over the supply of electrie- 
ity, there weré uo outside firma prepared to 


| undertuke the necessary work of wiring and 


providing fittings, and aya consequencs the 
Council fouud it essential to import the re- 
quired materials and fittings. Of Inte years, 
with the progress of electricity not only in 
the settlements, but throughout the Em- 
pire, a number of firms are prepared 1o 
undertake the business of supplving fittings 
of all sorts, ‘The queation has thus eutered 
on a new-phase, and, becomes sinrply one 
of the advisability or the reverre of a muni- 
cipality entering ov a trading competition 
with its coustituents, facilities being equal 
for either, Now it is quite true that at the 
moment ‘many wunicipalities. in Great 
Britaiu, and to u leaser extent elsewhere, do 
enter inte many businessea hitherto not 
considered fit subjects for the investment of 
pablic funds of any description ; .and if we 
wok into the private billy already intended 
to be presented to Parhament during the 
coming session we shall see that the ten- 
deney is growing. Thus we find the Leyton 
Urban Council, not content with applying 


for powers to construct tramways, proposing | 


to deal in electric fittings, and to acquire, 
hold, ang exercise patent rights. They also 
veek powers to provide recreation-grounds 
and: retreshmont-rooms, provide bands and 
organise games. Some of the Councils 
propose to go in for pension and retirement 
aclemés which seem closely treading on 
businesses hitherto considered as of right 
‘associated with insurance and other finan- 
cial qazociations. The Buxton. Urban 
Council would go beyond even this: they 
desire to purchase from the Duke of Devon- 


ahire the miueral-waler baths and munage | 


them asa municipal concern, whilst Ealing 
wishes to take up the business of electric 
power supply, provide an overhead syatem 
of electric tramways, Testrict the overhead 
wires of other people, and supply electric 
fittinge—in fact undertake on ‘a wholesale 
acale the business of universal electric con- 
tractors. . 

‘These are only a few of the latest davelop- 
ments of this Intest phase of municipal 
trading, but they are sufficient to show that 
the matter is rapidly becoming one of grave 
importance. It is undeniable that certain 
undertakings in connection with municipa- 
Jities must as a choice of evils. be under- 
taken by the municipality itself. It would 
be quite within the power of a corporation, 
for instance, to save a good deal of money 
hy collecting its taxes by contract, but the 
objections to farming tayves are #0 
strong—abjections, be it remarked, 
founded on actusl’ experience—that 
no one in modern times hag been found 
bold enough to suggest, such a method 
of collection. So the construction of roads 
and waya has also recommended itself as a 
fit undertaking to.he carried out:by maunici- 
palities As a general” rule ‘again, the 
supply. of. water, involving considerable 
interferen'e with outside interesta, bas been 
generally found easiest of accomplishment 
when undertaken by the municipality itself 


sv that the supply 
hecame not one for private adjuetment, but 
compulsory,.and so of necessity carried the 
right of taxntion as contrasted with indivi. 
dual bargaining. — : 
This last consideration, as to whether a 
supply is to be optional or, enforced, though 
even it can burdly be carried to its extreme. 
logical’ limits, affords in the minds of 
many the reasonable limit at which munici- 
pal trading should cease. Thus gis may 
fairly be held to rest on the borderiind, 80 
that the propriety of the munufucture and ; 
supply being undertaken by a municipality j 


may well be left 19 decision in each indivi- j 
dual case. So in the minds of most political 
economists there soem many and grava ob. 
jections to the municipality undertaking the 
working of purely voluntary concerns, such 
ne tramways, telephones, &c. Here ‘the 
municipal venture comes into direct conflict 
with private enterprise. No one needs to ride 
on a tramway if otherwise inclined ; and no 
one needs tosenda telephonic message if he 
have any objection’ to do so. The usual 
explanation offered for the establishment 
of municipal enterprises of this nature 
ia that. taxation is relieved by the 
of the profit earned. Here 
again comes in the’ practical objection 
that municipal ventures of the sort, which 
as a mutter of fact must fall 
the hands of a paid official class, wanting us 
they do the great element of privite success, 
immediate private interest, cannot be carried 


amount 


into 


out 30 economically as private enterprises of 
similar nature, Receut disclosures of the 
methods of municipal finance certainly 
lear ont this contention. Apart from, and 
beyond all this, there remains the question 
of how far-a municipality is justified in 
competing with the earaings of ‘its con 
stitue.ta;all.are agreed that no munivipal- 

ity is concerned, or should be concerned, in 

advaneing any private —intorest; sound 

finance also seemingly forbids a similar. 
detrimental interfereuve. As yet it may be 

that the luss to private interests is compara- 

tively insignificant, but if municipal trnd- 

ing is to increage in future at anything like 
its present rate, the question must ere long 
become a pressing one. 

These were. some of the questions. laid 
before the ratepayers of Shanghai last 
month. It, was noteworthy that the meeting 
deprecate} the wilusions to private interests 
made by some of the speakers, and preferred 
disengsing it on public grounds; on these, 
asfor the most part composed of mon in- 
terested in large fiscal operations, it gave no 
uncertain answer, and it remains perfectly 
well understood that the matter decided 
was not the mere supply of electric fittings, 
but that the votce of the meeting was con- 
demnatory of municipal trading 13a whole.

_ was’ instrumental in getting lease of tho 
territory. He may’algo have subsequently been 
ins‘rimontal in getting the territory coded 
in perpetuity to the British crown, but his 
biographer doos not afford any information on 
the point. It may interest many readers 
if I briefly stato how Parkes came to 
be thus prominently aescciated with Kowloon, 
Tt was in 1960, when Sir -Herculos Robinson 
was Govertor of Hongkong and ‘when military 
operations were in progress up North, This is 
what Parkes’ biographer las to soy on the 
subject :— ; : 

“he very first letter of this interesting 
correspondence [ Parkes to his wife] noticas 
au important stop which was taken, at 
Parkes’ suggestion; this was the lease 
of the Kowloon peninsula opposite Hong- 
kong by tho British Government. Kowloon 
wes the invariable refuge of the pirates, 
robbers, and criminals in generel who infeat- 

| ed the Bogue, und its possession was almost. 
essential to Hungkong on. military as well 
as civil grounds, Its eandy plain was also, 
wanted immediately for quartering the 
troops which were destined for the attuck 
on Peking; and. nothing could be oddor 
than thot the local Chinese should lend it for 
such a purposs: It needed an intimate 
ktowledgo of their notions to conccive 
auch a scheme, sid the commanders 
from fogland would not have 
dreamt of it; but to Parkes it wus the most 
natural nnd practicable thing in the world, 
and far preferable to exciting animosity b 
forcibly taking possession of the laud. He

Tn asubsequent otter Parkes mentions that ho 
aettled the matter at Canton mach to the 
satisfaction of the Generel and that of Sir 
Hercules  Robingor, The latter wrote to 
Parkes thanking him for “the very ealisfno- 
tory arrangement you have succeeded in carry- 
ing out as to Kowloon.” “ We are now,” added 
Bis Excellency, “in the best position‘we can be 
in, short of, a cession, and in forwarding the 
official correspondence to ihe Duke ‘of New- 
castle I shall not fail te poi:¢ out that we are 
indebted for this.1o the tact. and skill with 
which you have conducted the negotiaticns.” 
Yet neither Hongkong. nor Kowloon possesses 
@ mmoris! ia any shape.or form in-honour of 
the man to whom we owe this debt,. Parkes 
foresaw the eventual cession of the peninaula, for 
he wroté in one of bisletters: “Had todraw up a 
dood of lease and a proclamation relative to Kow- 

_ loon, and, in a word, to carry into execution the 
arrangement of -yesterdsy,, Theae. matters 
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cecupied ma tho greater part of the day, but I 
wos rewarded in tho evening by signing, scal- 
ing, ond delivering, I to Laow and Laon to me, 
tha dosired deed of lease, which sottled the 
Kowloon quéstion until the peninsula can. be 
altogether ceded to us; which will be the noxt 
step, I doubt not.”

JAPAN’S OPEN PORTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS” 


Anping, 31st January, 1904. 
Sin,—The China Mail makes the following 

atatemont in ils issue of the 12th instant :— 
“The trade between Formosa and Japan is 
considered os coastwise trade, and ouly Japanese 
vessels may engage in it. While -the 
Japancso Government prevents a British vessel 
from making 5 voyage between Tamaui and 
Nagasaki or any othor port in Japan, we find 
the subsidised steamore of the Nippon Yuson 
Kaisha, in common with the vessels of other 
nationalities, carrying freight and passengers 


from Hongkong to London, touching chiefly at 


British porta en route.” 

Article XI. of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
deals with the subject as follows':— 

“And a British vessel laden in 5 foreign 
country with cargo destined for two or more 
ports in the dominions and possessions, of His 
Majusty the Emperor of Jupan, may: disuharge 
4 portion of her cargo at one port and continne 
her voyage to the ofhor port or ports of 
destination whero foreign trado is permitted, 
for the purpose of lunding thio remainder of hor 
original corgo there, subject always to the Inws 
regulations of the 
The Japanese . Govern- 
agrees to allow British 
vessels to continns, a8 heretofore, for 
the period. of tho duration of the 
present treaty, to carry cargo between the 
existing open ports of the empire, excepting 
toor from the porta of Osaks, Niigate, and 
Ebisu-minato,” ' ;
